S.R.O. 1985. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 
of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878), as in force in India and 
as applied to the State of Pondicherry, and in partial modification of 
its previous notifications on the subject, the Central Government 
hereby exempts yellow pickings and zoda cotton, i.e., cotton of third 
picking and of unspinnable quality falling under item 3 of the 
Second Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (XXXII of 1934), 
when exported from India or the State of Pondicherry, from so much 
of the duty of customs leviable thereon under the latter Act as is 
in exgess of the duty of 30 per cent, ad valorem or Rs. 50 per bale 
of 400 lbs., whichever is lower.
